A.  Substitute  teachers  are  not  to  be  contacted  by  teachers  or 
principals  to  fill  assignments,  nor  are  substitute  teachers  to 
accept  any  assignments  unless  requested  to  do  so  by  the 
Substitute  Office. 

B.  Teachers  or  administrators  may  request  preferred  sub- 
stitutes through  the  Substitute  Office. 

C.  If  a substitute  is  needed  to  cover  an  emergency,  the  request 
must  be  approved  by  Frances  Tywoniak  (Telephone:  565- 
9317). 

The  following  procedures  should  be  initiated  when  requesting 
a substitute: 

A.  If  a secondary  or  elementary  teacher  requires  a substitute 
during  the  day,  telephone  565-9365,  565-9237  or  565-9238. 

B.  If  a substitute  is  required  for  the  following  day,  telephone  565- 
9365,  565-9237  or  565-9238  between  the  hours  of  10:00 
am.  and  1 :00  p.m.,  and  565-9365  between  the  hours  of  1 :00 
p.m.  and  5:00  am. 

C.  A Children’s  Center  teacher  requesting  a substitute  should 
telephone  565-9268  or  565-9672. 

An  automatic  answering  and  recording  device  will  receive  the 
teachers’  requests  at  any  hour  of  the  night.
